A composition as claimed in any one of the preceding claims which includes deer 
velvet oil a pharmacologically active extract thereof. 

A composition as claimed in any one of the preceding claims which includes 
additional glycosaminoglycans than those present in the selected anti-inflammatory 
or enhancing agents. 

A compc sition as claimed in any one of the preceding claims which green-lipped 
mussel" e >clract (GLME) and/or a pharmacologically active green lipped mussel 
product in sufficient amount to provide gastro-intestinal protection against irritation 
by other components in the composition.
